, Between: 700 and 1,000 organizations 
are making unauthorized collections of 
‘Money, clothing, etc., in Chicago, pre- 
sumably for war relief work, according 
to L. E. Myers, general secretary of the 
Cook county auxiliary of the State 
Council of Defense. Some of the col- 
lections are for worthy purposes, Mr. 
Myers states, but many of them are 
fraudulent and none of the organiza- 
tions of the number cited has been li- 
censed to make collections by the State 
eng of Defense, as is required by 
w.

But war is not sport. It is not an impromptu 
mé@iée where British valor must necessarily tri- 
umph. War is a science and a business, more so 
now in an immense degree than ever before. It 
cannot be carried on successfully save upon the 
same basis that supports efficiency in scientific or 
business accomplishment. ¢ : 

We in America who detest war and allow our 
dislike to deter us from laying the foundations of 
military efficiency by study and self-discipline, by 
care and forethought, are likely to make the same 
mistake as the British We are very proud of 
our soldiers, officers, and men. They deserve our 
pride as fighting men. But we ought to balance 
our pride with an intelligent modesty, realizing 
that we have not had a system of scientific mili- 
tary education such as has made the German

The rule now {fs to open the entrance 
and exit wounds widely, to make free 
drainage and plenty of air possible, to 
cut away all shredded tissue, to clean out 
bone splinters and a& much dirt as pos- 
sible. Surgeons back tn 1914 thought this 
laying the wound wide open was just ex- 
actly the wrong thing to do, but the un- 
paralleled experience of “this war has 
taught them that for dirty wounds that 
policy saves time as well as trouble. 

If the cage develops symptoms of gas 
gangrene, ihjections of gas gangrene an- 
titoxin are given. Thanks to the use of 
gas gangrene antitoxin, and especially to 
the more open plan of treating badly 
soiled wounds, gas gangrene, so much 
dreaded in the early days, is now of 
minor fmportance. 3

Isles the union man was not the exception and “ collective 
bargaining,” long the dream of industrial leaders tm the 
United States, had long controlled the industrial organiza- 
tien. About 80 per cent of English workingmen belonged 
te labor unions—only a few, and these the least skilled, 
remained outside. t it was not only the workmen that 
were organized, for the employers, far more completaly 
than prevails in this country, had banded themselves for 
joint action. British industry—and this was the capital 
fact that largely explains the British labor situation in 
wartine—presented. really two compact Gneme-tie 
ganized workingmen and the organized employers. The 
two sides dealt with each other through thelr organize-

~ Whatever effect this system may have had upon English 
produetion in time of peace, it early became apparent that 
it would hardly satiafy the necessities of war. In the first « 
few months a large number of strikes also interfered with 
munition work. The sufferings of the men in the trenches, 
caused by the fact that they had insufficient arms and 
ammunition to meet the German attacks, produced a4 pro- 
found sensation in every quarter. Longshoremen were

coal; factories making shells and rifles had to close because 
the, unions were striking for higher wages. While the 
manufacturers were denouncing the striking employés as 
unpatriotic they were themselves exacting enormous prof- 
ite on war work. The voluntary system of enlisting an 
army placed tn the trenches thousands of skilled workmen 
who could have contributed far more to the success of 
the army by remaining in their factories.

ing them the new trades. 

The United States has the same problems that Hngland 
had, but so far we have not had much success in meeting 
them. Our government is handicapped by having no com- 
pact organizations to deal with, either of labor or capital 
The tndustries upon which England depends for the. pro- 
duction of war materials are 90 ‘per cent “closed shop j. 
that is, absolutely subject to the unions, whereas here only 
10 per cent have entered the ranks of organized labor, 
This fact at the beginning embarrasses our government 
in any attempts to deal with the labor problems. The 
Washington departments have shown a decided inclination 
to codperate with the American Federation of Labor; since, 
however, Mr. Gompers’ organization speaks for only a 
small minority of workingmen, it is impossible to duplicate 
the British arrangement. The varied character of our 
industrial population presents anothér impediment. Mr. 
Lieyd George, when dealing with British labor, was deal 
ing with Englishmen whose devotion to the nation was an 


inheritance of more than a thousand years. Our adminis — 
| tration is dealing with a miscellaneous group only a 


minority of which has an American ancestry that goes 
back to the civil war. Our miners are largely Slave and 
Hungarians; our garment workers are mostly Russian 
Jews; the workers fm our packing houses are Poles and 
Slovaks; the employés of our shipyards and our steel mills 
present a medley of nationalities. Though these places 
contain a certain considerable element. from the nations 
with which we are at war, probably the great majority 
are loyal, maturalingd Americans. :

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Don't Trifle with 
Your Pistons; It’s 
a Job for Experts 


BY HIGH SPEED. 


MONG the subsidiary parts of 

the mechanism of the automo- 

Bile engine none is more im- 

portant or exerts a greater in- 
Huence on satisfactory operation than 
the pistons and piston rings, Car 
Owners generally do not realize this, 
but as a matter of fact it is only with- 
in very recent years that the design- 
ers and engineers have begun to under- 
Stand the importance of the matter, 
SO the owner need not blush at his 
excusable ignorance. 

The work of the pistons is not by 
any Means @ sinecure. To begin with, 
the pistons receive the force of the im- 
pact of the exploding gases on the 
power stroke and this pressure often 
reaches 400 pounds per square inch of 
piston head area. Next the piston de- 
scends on the intake stroke and cre- 
ates a vacuum above it, which is filled 
by the new charge of explosive gas. 
And all this must be done in a tem- 
perature that at times - run as high 
as 500 degrees F. 


Obviously then the piston must be 
made of sturdy material, that will keep 


involved. There must not be any ap- 
preciable leakage of gas past the pis- 
tons, or the power of the engine will 
be greatly impaired, fuel consumption 
will be increased and by the same 
token there will be oil leakage and 
Carbonization of the cylinder afflicted. 

A piston may be likened to an in- 
Yerted tumbler, inside which’ are 
bosses to hold a pin or arm, to which 
is attached the connecting rod. The 
function of the piston demands that it 
shail travel up and down within the 
cylinder. This means that it must be 
made just a tiny bit smaller than the 
inside of the cylinder, moreover, the 
tendency of all metal to expand when 
heated places very definite limitations 
on the tightness = the piston’s fit. 


But there must wot be so much space 
between cylinder and piston that the 
explosive gas can leak downward, and 
the lubricating oil force its way up 
from below. 

To obviate these possibilities the pis- 
ton is made with a number of grooves, 
two, three, or even four. In these 
grooves flexible rings, having a certain 
amount of spring, are fitted. These 
rings stick out just a little beyond the 
Surface of the piston, cling to the cyl- 
inder wall, and consequently keep in 
the gas and prevent the oi] from mak- 
ing its way into the combustion cham- 
ber

In the beginning there was a great 

deal of trouble with the use of alum- 
inum pistons. The designers have dis- 
covered that if ribs are provided the 
heat may be conducted away from the 
piston head and this lighter metal will 
stand up as well as the heavier cast 
iron. The elimination of a part of the 
heating propensity also reduces car- 
bonization. 

It was found that with aluminum 
pistons there was likely to be a certain 
amouzé of so-called slapping before the 
motey warms up. This was dué to the 
fem that, owing to the much greater 
céefiicient of expansion in aluminum, it 
Was necessary to allow greater 
ances. Therefore, until the metal 
eume heated and expanded, a certain 
amount of slapping was inevitable. 
'This slapping is not néticed in present 
i: stallations.

#uickly develop in the aluminum type. 
Further, the composition of these 
pistons is hot right? trouble will en- 
sue speedily, but today there is little 
to be feared on this score because the 
manufacturers have well learned their 
lessons in composition and design.

In cases where aluminum pistons seal 
not desired or cannot be fitted, it is 
possible to get a fair degree of light- 
ness by drilling the ordinary cast iron 
piston. Drilling the piston must be 
carried out not only with skill but with 
a full understanding of just what the 
requirements of the are. 

It is common practice to drill the: 
ordinary piston in two or three places 
to secure drainage of an excess of oil, 
which has been getting into the com- 
bustion chamber. Frequently the lower 
piston ring groove will be bored with 
a number of small holes to permit 
draining. 

The practice of fitting a wiper ring 
in the lower groove to remove excess 
oil -f the cylinder wall and dis- 
tribute it evenly is often resorted to. 
In cases where the pistons are not pro- 
vided with oil grooves, these can be 
‘cut and will usually help in cases 
where there has been habitual trouble | 
with the lubrication of the cylinders.

variety. Secondly the best of them 
must be properly fitted to give satis. 
factory results. 

Therefore the car owner who buys 
patent rings, puts them in, and con- 
siders the job done, may have an un- 
pleasant surprise coming to him. Un- 
less the owner is an expert mechanic, 
I would advise him to have his new 
rings fitted by the service station.
